Professor Fisher Offers to Bet

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VALUE OF LIFE PLACED HIGH 


Dr. Dublin Figures Capital Worth 
of Lives Needlessly Lost at 
$6,000,000,000 a Year.

lic health dates from his OW 
from tuberculosis at the age oe twenty- 
three years, baséd ‘his confidence in’ 
the prolongation of human life upon 
the study he has made of longevity. 
“This within thé power of man to rid 
himself of every parasitic disease,” he 
declared. “The chief difficulty is not 
lack of knowledge, but lack of its ap- 
plication. Even the common-sense 
knowledge of exercise, sleep, fresh air 
and food:are not yet well applied. 
Civilization, Cleaning Its House. 


“What science is really doing is re- 
discovering simple biological living. 
Civilization has brought bad sanita- 
tion;‘and now civilization, through its 
greatest product, — is simply 
cleaning its own house.” 

He declared that the invention of |t 
' window glass deprived man of the 
ultra-violet rays and shut out the sun 


and death resulted in millions of cases. 
Now this has been found out and man 
is seeking sunlight, natural and arti- 
ficial, and is inventing glass which 
lets in the healthful rays. 

“The reason I am so great an opti- 
mist for future hygiene is that I am a 
pessimist for the present,” he said. 
“Tf by merely scratching the surface 

of individual hygiene the death rate 
can be reduced 18 per cent. and for im- 
paired lives 53 per cent., what may we 
not expect if health ideals ever really 
take hold of our civilization?’ 

Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statistician of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany, expressed the belief that by in- 
creasing the annual per capita allow-, 
ance for public health work from 50’ 
cents, the present figure, to $2.50, it 
would be possible to add from five to 
seven years to the length of life of 
the average man, with a correspond- 
ing addition to the nation's wealth 
in the cash value of these added years, 
which would run into billions of 
dollars. 

Cash Value of Lives. 


The speaker computed the cash 
value of the life of a child at birth 


to be $9,883; at 5 years of age, $14,- 
156, and at 15 years, $25,341. The 
values were estimated in terms of the 
cost of rearing the child, subtracted | 
from his probable earnings in excess 
of expenditures in later life. 

Through such ‘computations he 
showed that the economic value of the 
lives of the people of America was 
approximately five times as great as 
the nation’s total material assets. In 
this way he estimated the enormous 
cash loss to the country through pre- 
ventable sickness and death. 

“Thirty thousand young men and 
women between the ages of 25 and 
29 die every year’ from. preventable 
causes,” he declared. . ‘‘I estimate the 
total capital value of lives which can 
be saved annually through the appli- 
cation of preventive medicine and pub- 
lic health measures to be over 
$6,000,000,000.”’ 

According to Dr. Hugh Grant Rowell 
of Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, tennis, golf and dancing are the 
ideal sports for the physical improve- 
ment of college students and should 
receive greater attention than baseball. 
and football. 

“If a university needs something to. 
sustain or improve its college spirit 
or if it needs publicity, football and 
baseball are without doubt the 
sports to emphasize,”. he said. But 
if the health of the student is the cri- 
terion it is much wiser to train him 
or her in the sports which will be con- 
tinued. after graduation.’’

' Declares Insane Were Neglected. 


“I came to the conclusion that the 
policy of the State during these years 


was responsible in many cases for the 
physical breakdown of the unfortunate 
mentally afflicted, and it was impossi- 
ble for. me to escape the conclusion 
that for a great many years the care 
of the insane had been neglected, upon 
the theory that the voting public of 
the State knew nothing about it. Dur- 
ing these same periods lavish expendi- 
tures were poured forth that produced 
votes, but the unfortunate insane, 
whom it was undoubtedly the duty of 
the State to care for, were sadly 
neglected. , 

“I maintain that by right the ques- 
tion of the care of insane is a State 
issue, and any Governor who lays the 
facts before the people and succeeds 
in having them vote bond issues for 
the relief of these conditions. should 
not be referred to as a promoter and 
as a man who induced the people fo 
increase the bonded indebtedness of 
the State. : 

“I shall not rest content until I feel 
that I can honestly say that the people 
of the greatest and richest State in 
the Union are doing everything hu- 
manly possible to care for the unfor- 
tunate wards that look to the State 
for the only help they can get. I shall 
not be content until the old, dilapidated 
firetraps are done away with and there 
is established in this State a chain of 
State hospitals that will be in keeping 
a the dignity and the honor of the 

o. 

**In 1923, after a public discussion of 
this matter, the people made their own 
decision when they voted a bond issue 
of $50,000,000 for the rehabilitation of, 
the State hospitals. The State Chari- 
ties Aid Association, in conjunction 
with public agencies such as the Hos- 
pital Commission and the office of the 
State Architect, were all in accord 
with the undisputed fact that $50,000,- 
000 would not adequately do the job, 
but it was suggested that such sum be 
made the starting point, with the 
thought that, as the work progressed, 
public satisfaction with it would be 
made manifest by a further bond issue 
for the same purpose. 


Says Mills Knew the Fa: ts. 


“Congressman Mills, when he was 
not a candidate,;; was a member of 
the Citizens’ Committee that sat in 
with men in the distribution of the 
first twelve and one-half millions out 
of the fifty, and he knows as well as 
I that it was the unanimous opinion 
of all concerned that $50,000,000 the 
long run would be inadequate. 

“Assuming, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that the Tifty million brougkt us 
up to date, what about the futuYe?’

“Doctors, psychiatrists and men gen- 
erally familiar with this hospital work 
are all unanimous in the statement 
that when the population of a hospital 
gets above 3,500 it is hard to manage 
and at the same time do anything of 
substantial value for the unfortunate

the. State -Hospital Commission. at. 
Aibany, the annual increase in the 
population in the hospitals for the in-. 
sane is in.excess of 1,300... That means 
a new hospital every three years if 
that growth continues, and we have 
no reason to believe that it will not, or 
we return to the conditions of over- 
crowding that the people have recog- 
nized as a disgrace’ bo the State. 

“It was with that fact in mind, and 
building for the future, that I made 
the suggestion that, after the uncom- 
pleted ublic works al begun 
were finished and the original $50,000,- 
000 exhausted, the néw bond issue 
could be applied between now and 1936. 
in keeping the State abreast of her 
hospital population. The necessity for 
this will be seen by a glance at pres-. 
ent day costs of hospital construction. 


Setting Up Villages. 
“The new hospital at Rockland 


County, provided for in the first $50,- 


000,000, will cost the State of New 
York, when completed, more than $10,- 
000,000. It does not require an archi- 
tect or a builder to see the reason. It 
is apparent to the lay mind. We build 
our hospitals, of necessity, in the coun- 
try sections of the State. When we 
provide for 3,500 patients we must diso 
provide for 1,500 more people, such as 
doctors, nurses, attendants and other 
help. We are really setting up a vil- 
lage of 5,000 people. Provision must 
be made for water supply, for ‘light, 
heat and power. > 

“It is estimated in the office of the 
State architect that before a corner=" 
stone for a hospital is laid $1,000,000 
worth of work must be put into the 
ground for utilities. With all this in 
view, and looking to the future, what 
can Congressman Mills mean when, 
during the course of the campaign, he 
refers to me as a promoter, to himself 
as a saver, decries the bond issues and 
insinuates that.I mislead the people 
into voting for them? What does the 
Congressman mean when he finds 
fault with the increased bonded indebt-

I have a desire to promote not only 
better hospitals for the insane but bet- 
ter conditions in the other charitable 
institutions. The New York State 
School for the Blind at Batavia was 
opened up in 1869. The buildings are 
of the real old type of construction 
and should be replaced. Danger from 
fire is ever existent. I would like to 
romote that enterprise. What would 
ongressman Mills do about ‘it? : 
“The State Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Home at Bath in a very shat time 
will have to be turned over to some 
other. charitable endeavor. The = old 
soldiers are dying at such a rate that 
in the next few years few of them will 
be alive, thé average age now being 
85 years.

Revival. of the . Stephenson Case 
Enlivens an Otherwise 
Dull Campaign.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 13.—Any at- 
tempt to appraise Indiana's political 
situation, in which the election of two 
United ‘States Senators and thirteen 
representatives in Congress is involved;

publican Party organization in the 
State was controlled by the Ku Kiux 
Klan to such an extent that D. C. 
Stephenson, once the Indiana Grand 
Dragon and now serving a life term in 
prison for murdering a girl, dictated 
appointments, and exercised a corrupt 
super-government in State affairs. 

Until these charges are exploded or 
cause an explosion it would be useless 
to make any prediction as to the out- 
come of the Senatorial elections in 
which the seats now held by Senators 
James E. Watson and Arthur R. Rob- 
inson, Republicans, are being contested 
by Arthur Stump and Evans Wollen, 
the regular Democratic nominees. 

The whole political map has been 
blurred by. the allegations of Thomas 
H. Adams,, publisher of a daily news- 
paper in Vincennes and President of 
the Indiana Republican. Editorial As- 
sociation, that documents can be pro- 
duced which show that Stephenson 
and the Klan absolutely dominated the 
Republican State organization and 
that’ corrupt bargains were made by 
him with men high in the party. 

It is conceded by political observers 
generally that if the proofs of Klan 
super-government which Adams de- 
Clares to exist should be produced, the 
whole aspect of the political. situation 
would be changed. Pending more defi- 
nite developments the situation is in- 
definite, almost chaotic..

Entire State Is Interested. 


Everybody in Indiana is talking 
about the Adams allegations. Attempts 
of prominent Republicans to pooh-pooh 
them seem to have had no effect. All 
the indications are that unless he is 
given an opportunity to present his 
evidence openly before some judicial or 
other official body, suspicion will 
spread like wildfire. throughout Hoo- 
sierdom that powerful influences sup- 
pressed a gravely scandalous condition 
in the State’s public affairs. — 

Stephenson was brought to Indian- 
apolis today from the State prison in 
Michigan City to appear before the 


Grand Jury, which had been instructed 
to.examine him as to Adams’s charges, 
and to testify in a civil suit in the 
Superior Court. 

In the open proceedings in the Supe- 
rior Court he refused to answer ques- 
tions. What his course was behind 
the closed doors of the Grand Jury 
room has not been disclosed in any 
authentic way. There are all sorts 
of rumors in circulation, one of them 
to the effect that Stephenson is seek- 
ing to frighten some powerful men into 
making a bargain by which, in con- 
sideration of his failure to back up 
Adams, he ultimately will obtain his 
release from prison. 

A formidable portion of the electo- 
rate is not likely to be satisfied by any 
announcement that Stephenson had 
nothing of importance to disclose. 
Many will not be willing to accept 
anything short of open hearings, 
which will enable the people to judge 
for themselves whether Mr. Adams 
had substantial foundation for his al- 
legations. <An effort to bring about 
a special session of the Legislature 
to investigate the affair is on foot 
and has brought out objections from 
some legislators. 

Intense feeling is evident. Last night 
the Republican Committee of Adams’s 
county read him out of the party. 

The powerful influences exerted by 
the Ku Klux Klan in Indiana has been 
no secret. The election of the present 
Republican Governor, Ed Jackson, was 
credited mainly to the Klan. Senator 
Robinson's appointment to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Senator 
Samuel M. Ralston, was attributed to 
Klan influence. There was every ap- 
pearance that the Republican Party in 
Indian:. was bound tightly to the Klan. 

An opportunity for the Senate com- 
mittee to take a hand in the Indiana 
political situation has been given’ by

Found Pistels in Tombs. 


Describing the hazard of transport- 
ing desperadoes through the streets, 
Mr. Wallis said: “‘With prison vans 
so lightly’ guarded, because of lack of 
enough keepers to assign to this task, 
we will some day have a hold-up of 
the hold-ups. Two weeks ago we found 
two revolvers and a box of cartridges 


under the walls of the Tombs. A week 
ago we found a rope there in prepara- 
tion for a jail breaking, and in the 
Queens prison we found a rope and 
knives inside the prison walls. 

“To relieve congestion we are going 
to reo the Harlem prison during 
the night.

“The State Prison Commissioner has 
ordered us to transfer youths between 
16 and 21 years of age from the Tombs 
Annex to other places to keep them 
away from older .criminals. We need 
eight new guards for the Tombs An- 
nex under this ruling, and wé need 
twenty-six guards for other. purposes. | 

“When I was in the Police Depart- 
ment, frequently five policemen trav- 
eled on prison vans. Now sometimes 
we drive a van from Far Rockaway to 
Orange County with only one guard 
over ten or more prisoners, and he the 
chauffeur. Our hearts are in our 
mouths when we send out vans so 
lightly guarded. Up to now it is mere 
luck that we haven’t had jail breaks 
similar to those which have been oc- 
curring over the country. 

“TJ asked originally for sixty-seven 
keepers and cut my request to forty- 
two at $1,560 a year.”

This decision technically placed De 
Martini in the custody of Captain 
Walsh and for a moment, when an 
order to this effect was presented to 
Justice Callaghan and signed, it looked 
as if Senator Simpson could begin his 
examination of the detective within 
a comparatively short time. The or- 
der was not entered, however, for Mr. 
Minton asked time to obtain a stay 


of execution: from the higher court, | 


and this was granted. 

‘Counsel for the detective then hur- 
ried across the street to Borough Hall, 
Brooklyn, and obtained a stay from 
Presiding Justice William Jv Kelly of 
the Appellate Division.

World,’ Shot at Gate of Home— 
Slayer’s Necktie in His Hand. | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (4).—Detec- 
tive Sergeant Arthur B. Scriverfer, 36 
years old, regarded as the most effi- 
cient operative in the Washington Po- 
lice Department, was ‘“‘the happiest 
man in the world,” he told newspaper 
men at police headquarters early to- 
day, because of his impending mar- 
riage this afternoon to Miss Helen 
Barnes Parker of McLean, Va. It was 
the culmination of a romance of years. 
The engagement had been kept secret 
until last night : 

But there will be no wedding. For, 
thirty minutes after he had character- 
ized himself as ‘‘the happiest man”’ 
and just as he was turning into his 
home, he was shot and killed by an 
unknown assailant who escaped in the 
darkness. ) 

Only one bullet was fired. It en- 
tered the detective’s heart, killing him 
instantly, before he could draw his 
own pistol, but not before he had 
grasped the necktie of the man who 
shot him. A short distance away, ap- 
parently dropped in haste, was found 
the pistol from which the bullet had 
been fired. 

Neighbors hearing the shot and the 
footsteps of a fleeing person called 
police headquarters. The: first thought 
of officers ordered to the neighborhood 
was to awaken Sergeant Scrivener 
and enlist his aid in discovering the 
origin of the disturbance. They went 
to home and were directed by 
aroused neighbors to the body of their 
fellow-officer. The necktie clutched 


in his hand and the pistol nearby are |

FINDS “BENT” RADIO WAVE. 


Major Plerce Ricochets Signals 
Between Sender and Receiver. 


. SAN PEDRO, Cal., Oct. 18 (4).—De- 
velopment of a radio system for naval, 
communication which eliminates the 
danger of enemy interteption of sig- 
nals, and which may have value in 
commercial work, was announced here 
today by Major Francis E. Pierce, 
radio officer of the United States Ma- 
rine Corps. 

Tests have demonstrated, the Marine 
officer said, that a device invented by 
him is capable of transmitting radio 
signals in such a manner that they 
can be ricocheted over intervening 
spaces between the sender and the re- 
ceiver. In a test off the Southérn Cal- 
ifornia coast between vessels of the 
United States fleet, a ship transmitted 
radio signals to a sister. ship while a 
vessel which steamed between the two 
was unable to pick up a signal. 

Discovery of the _ ricocheting or 
‘“‘bent’’ wave was made while Major 
Pierce was making short-wave tests.

the Leviathan arrived at Quarantine 


» and to escort her aboard the Macom 


on which she‘ would be brought to the 
Battery, but word was received last 
night that the Queen had notified the 
‘Rumanian Legation that she desired 
te remain aboard the Leviathan until 
it docked at the foot of West Forty- 
sixth Street in the Hudson River. It 
seemed probable, therefore, that the 
—— program would have to be 
altered. 

The ‘most. careful police arrange- 
ments had been made, it was stated, 
in order to expedite with safety the 
Queen’s passage through New York en 
route to Washington... She will be 
guarded not only by the police but 
also by detachments from the army, 
the navy and marine corps and by Se- 
cret Service agents.

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EVEN SMITH COULDN'T DO THIS. 

Governor Sirsa is passing through 
a familiar experience. Like all public 
‘men of moderately progressive views, 
he is attacked by the extremists on 
either flank. The more timid conser- 
vatlves declare that he is' a Socialist, 
while the Socialists themselves affirm 
that he is no better than a hide-bound 
Tory, and that all his professions of 
having done something for laboring 
men are the hollow pretense of a poli- 
ticlan seeking votes. This was the 
fate of THEODORE RoOsEVELT when he 
was Governor of New York, and Gov- 
ernor SmrrH could not hope to be 
‘ exompt from it. It does seem a little 

hard, however, when he is attacked not 
merely as a false friend of labor but 
as its positive enemy. 
This ia the position now taken by 
Mr. NorMAN THOoMaS, candidate of the 
Socialist Party for State Senator in 
this city. He lays directly at the door 
of Governor SmirH every act by Police 
Commissioner MCLAUGHLIN which has 
offended the radicals, and also charges 
the Governor with being responsible 
for decisions of the courts supposedly 
adverse to the interests of labor. ‘“* Do 
you think for one minute,” Mr. 
THoMas asked his east side audience, 
“that two Tammany Judges would 
“ have issued an injunction against the 
“garment workers if Smrrg had not 
“ approved of it?” Well, if his hearers 
had stopped to think even less than 
one minute, they would have known 
that Governor Sarra could not have 
had anything to do with this judicial 
action. It was either a declaration of 
the law or it was not. If not, it can be 
easily set aside on appeal to the 
higher courts. But the idea that the 
Governor has time, even if he had the 
_ 4nelination, to direct the Police Com- 
. missioner of New York what to do, or 
to instruct Judges how to make their 
decisions, is so manifestly absurd as 
to fall of itself, One scarcely knows 
whether to be indignant at such a 
charge made by an intelligent man like 
Mr. Norman THomas, or to laugh at it. 
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AN ILLINOIS “LEADER.” 

Our neighbor, The World, has en-

Though improperly 
called a “ boss" by persons unfamiliar 
with the gratifying changes in political 
nomenclature, he is a “leader” and a 
gifted amateyr, not a professional poll- 
tician. He makes his money out of 
the insurance business. Politics is his 
‘hobby or avocation. Among his strik- 
ing successes in the local field are the 
defeat of the then Thompson-Lundin 
machine and the election of an inde- 
pendent judiciary ticket, and the 
choice of Judge Drver as Mayor of 
Chicago. From so eminent a reformer, 
especially after he had the courage to

NINE ERA PRR AT EET 
LABOR SPEAKS TO MOSCOW. 
‘Jt was assured beforehand that the 
American Federation of, Labor at De- 
troit would reject the annual minority 
resolution in favor of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. But it required the exposure 
of Communist activity engaged in bor- 


ing witnin the United Mine Workers to 


meke the vote of condemnation unani- 
mous in a body of 400 delegates. Amid 
scenes of “frenzied” indignation the 
Soviet régime was denounced as “the 
“most unscrupulous, most anti-social, 
“‘most menacing institution in the 
“world today.“ On the preceding day 
the delegates of the British Labor 
Party at Margate reaffirmed the ban 
on Communist membership in the 
party by a 15 to 1 majority. 

At Margate and at Detroit the stand- 
point was virtually the same. 
that of organized labor throughout 
Western Europe as represented in the 
Amsterdam International. Russian Bol- 
shevism is detested and repudiated for 
two reasons. The remoter considera- 
tion is the fact that the Communist 
experiment in Russia, to the extent 
that it has labeled itself as a move- 
ng classes, 
has prejudiced the. posHion of the 
trade-union movement everywhere, It 
ir a rare strike nowadays that does 
not raise the spectre of Bolshevism. 
Yet organized labor outside of Russia 
night have borne up under this handi- 
cap if Moscow had been willing to let 
it alone. Instead it has been the 
avowed Communist policy to wage war 
on existing labor organizations where 
it could not capture them, and to dis- 
rupt them by secret methods where 


effective open warfare was out of the 


question, 

From this point of view the policy of 
the American Federation of Labor. has 
been more consistent than that of the 
European trade unions, It has refused 
to accept the metaphysical distinction 
between the Soviet régime on the one 
rand and the Communist International 
and Red Trade Union International on 
the other. It lumps the various activi- 
ties at Moscow.as the “Soviet ré- 
gime” and. will have nothing to do 
with it. The labor leaders of Western 
Europe have been more gentle. They 
have favored Soviet recognition, and, 
in the case of Ramsay MacDoNnatp 
when Prime Minister, have actually 
extended recognition to Moscow. But 
that is as far as they will go. They 
have recognized the Government at 
Moscow, but they have made it clear 
ibat they regard Moscow as the enemy 
if Western labor. And Moscow pro- 
ceeds to pay its respects, by the mouth 
of ZInovigy and Trotsky, to MacDon- 
ALD and‘*other “ lackeys” of capitalism. 

Today it, would seem: that organized 
labor in Europe and especially in Great 
Britain is finding it hard to maintain 
its subtle Distinguo with regard to 
Russia, In sentiment, if not in the 
actual wording of its.resolutions, the 
British’ Labor Party is very near to 
the American Federation of Labor. 
The paradox emerges that outside of 
Russia labor is on the whole more 
suspicious of Moscow than is foreign 
capitalism. The writer of the letter 
which made a sensation at Detroit feels 
confident that he can call on “ wealthy 
friends” to finance a publication if the 
Communist interest.

They raise loud laments that the mu- | 
nicipal police force can no longer be 
depended upon and that the prosecut- 
ing authorities have shown them- 
selves tobe powerless.

this, of course, Federal agents are 
warranted in proceeding to enforce 
the law, but they-surely have no juris- 
diction over other forms of crime. It 
is true that their investigations may 
aid the city authorities. It is hinted 
that Chicago bootleggers parcel out 
the territory on which each one may 
operate, and that some of the murders 
have been due to the encroaching of 
one upon the preserves of another. 
This sounds a little too much like the 
plot of a popular Broadway show to 
be authentic, yet it may be. Chicago 
police seem to —J it is. 
Whatever the truth, it is not to be 
believed that Chicago > will confess 
herself so impotent as not to be able 
to deal with her own crimes. There 
is no warrant in the Constitution or 
the laws for Federal intervention ex- 


cept in cases of crime under Federal 


statutes, and there is no reason to 
suppose that if there were Federal 
intervention it would be effective. 
Crime is local in this country and must 
be dealt with by the local authorities. 
Otherwise our whole system of gov- 
ernment would break down. When 
there was some time ago a situation 
in Chicago something like the present, 
and there was also talk of an appeal 
to the National Government, Mayor 
DEVER very properly put his foot 
down on the whole idea. He said 
that things had not come to a pass 


where Chicago could not deal with | 


her own criminals, 

In that matter every city, under 
State law, has enormous . powers 
which it can draw upon if necessary. 
There is no limit to the exertions 
which may be lawfully put forth to 
maintain law and order and to sup- 
press banditry. If murderers develop 
keen wits and incredible audacity, the 
police. and the prosecuting officers 
must ‘display equal resources. It fs 
no time to throw up our hands help- 
lessly. Life and property can be made 
safe in any city if the residents and 
the authorities are really determined 
to do it. It may take time and may 
require a great deal of ingenuity and 
experimenting, as well as resolution. 
But that it can be done in the end 
we are bound to maintain, unless we 
are ready to admit that the whole 
American system confiding the police 
power to local jurisdiction was a ter- 
rible mistake in the beginning and is 


.a disastrous failure now. 


— —— ——— A NO COR iS 
HONGKONG MORE HOPEFUL. 

If the reported ending of the boycott 
of Hongkong by South China proves 
authentic, it will have a marked effect 
on the relations of Great Britain with 
China. For sixteen months British 
goods and British vessels have been 
boycotted in Canton, Amoy and other 
and all vessels 
touching at Hongkong have been for- 
bidden to discharge their cargoes in 
Chinese ports. As a result the trade 
of Hongkong has been severelycrippled 
and the many industries which centre 
about a great world port have been in 
dire straits. It has been estimated 
that the trade of Hongkong has fallen 
off about 50 per cent. 

Hongkong ‘has for eighty years been 
a British Crown colony and the prin- 
c'pal commercial base of Great Britain 
on the China coast. When it was 
turned over to the British it was a 
barren, rocky island and supported 
only a few families of fishermen. It 
is said that the Chinese authorities 
prided themselves at the time on hav- 
irg “ unloaded” on Great Britain this 


supposedly worthless bit of territory. 


But British enterprise soon began to 
make it profitable. The harbor is deep 
and sheltered. At. great expense the 
British .lined it with wharves and 
quays and built warehouses. © Grad- 
vally they blasted roads and: ‘house 
sites out of the sheer rock walls of the 
island, and established there a flour- 
ishing city of nearly a million. inhabi- 
tants, ‘which became the great dis- 
tributing port for South China.’- At 
Horgkong the ocean freighters trans- 
ferred their produce to the river boats 
and took on silks from Canton, with 
teas and ivory and other products 
that the Chinese wished to export. 
Hundreds: of thousands of Chinese 
came to Hongkong to live and prosper, 
drawn by the good wages and the 
security and order which they could 
not enjoy elsewhere in China. | ; 

In June, 1925, the Chinese decided to 


strike. The shootings in Shanghai pre-. 


cipitated the trouble. Always ready to 
injure British power and prestige in 
the: Kast, the Russians, whose agent, 
M. Boropin, was acting as adviser to 
the Canton Government,. encouraged 
the Chinese to make the boycott abso- 
tute.

BARNARD COLLEGE. 

A former President of Columbia Uni- 
versity, especially noted for his ardent 
advocaty of the extension of the privi- 
leges of university training to women, 
and whose: name will be remembered 
as long as Barnard College lives, would 
be gratified beyond measure if he 
could read Dean GILDERSLEEVE’s report 
for the academic year. This institu- 
tion, established in 1889 and opened in 
a rented house with twenty-six stu- 
dents and seven instructors, had last 
year over a thousand students, more 
than a hundred teachers, and a range 
of undergraduate courses ‘as wide as 
that of the men in Columbia College, 
except that they are not eligible to 
enter. the School of Law. and the 
School of Mines, Engineering and 
Chemistry. “Convention still beats 
thom down” in these two fields, but 
some day women will surely be ad- 
mitted to these schools also. Besides 
the present liberal provision for stu- 
dents in residence, opportunity is 
offered through university extension 
and home study courses to women who 


are unable to attend the fegular col- 


lege lectures, 

It would add to the surprise and 
gratification of the posthumous man 
founder of the woman's college to 
know that it has buildings, grounds 
and equipment of an estimated value 
of nearly $3,000.000. But Dean Git- 
DERSLEEVE, who has for. years been 
directing the work of this college with 
remarkable success, proving “that 
with equal husbandry” the woman is 
tue equal of the man, invites’ public 
attention to the fact that the income 
of a million dollars more is needed to 
pay adequate sala~ies to the professors, 
so that they may live without finan- 
cial worry or outside work, and thus 
give that continuing “ equal husband- 
ry” to the students of this institu- 
tion, which has been built not as that 
of TENNYSON’s “ Princess,” 

Far off from man a college like a 

man’s, ! 

but in the midst of a city of towering 
wealth, which should for its own sake 
make it possible to teach its own 
daughters “all that men are taught.” 
The total income from productive funds 
is now only $165,000. An endowment 
yielding $100,000 more would enable 
this sister institution to sit beside the 
men’s, “upon the skirts of time,” 
“ full-summed in all its powers.” 

Besides endowment for increasing 
the pay of teachers, a hundred thou- 
sand dollars is desired to endow a 
chair for visiting professors from for- 
eign countries. Situated as Barnard 
College is-here at the gate of the con- 
tinent, she is in the best position to 
offer hospitality and audience to such 
visitors of the intellect. Moreover, 
Dean GILDERSLEEVE has come to be so 
w'dely recognized as our representa- 
tive in intellectual relations with 
women of other countries that she 


deserves for her institution this spe- |, 


cial recognition and support. 


THE MOUNTING PILE OF BOOKS. 

Civilized man is in more danger of 
living without cooks. than books in 
these days of yanishing kitchens and 
increasing libraries. The volumes 
pile up, while publishers seek to call 
flagging attention to each new mas- 
terpiece and librarians turn their per- 
plexed minds to the problem of what 
to do with the accumulation. At a 
recent meeting of the Association of 
Special Libraries and Information Bu- 
reaus, at Oxford, the Master of Bal- 
liol made an address, pointing out 
what he considers the chief difficulty 
in handling the constantly increasing 
mass of writing. It is too often re- 
garded as a store of knowledge, but 
“it is not knowledge until it is in 
actual use.” -.It comes from minds 
that have held and ‘used it, but it 
must be made available to those who 
need the books and can ‘put them to 
active use. 

A suggestion made at.the meeting 
was that all university students should 
be taught bibliographical. technique, 
Such training in a simple form might 
begin with children in the elementary 
schools.. To know how and where to 
find information required is often 
more important than the learning of 
isolated facts. As students grow older, 
they should learn to class books ac- 
cording to.their value, scientific, lit- 
erary or beguiling. While the num- 
ber of books about books is sometimes 
deplored, it is bound to increase. 
Charts for travel in the wilderness of 
books are necessary. 

Technical books are almost as nu- 
merous as new technical words. The 
“well-informed gentleman” canrot 
exist today. To master all that has 
been discovered and recorded about 
even one small division of any 
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going on th these various fields, but 
it is impossible “to: ao “more ‘than 
follow the main trend 
hours are spent in 
data buried under the year’s ‘heap. 
“The world’ s libraries hold many 
books that are no longer read, There 
are millions in the great copyright 
storehouses, - ‘some, of course, still 
useful. But what should be done with 
those. that have_not, been looked into 
for years, and won't be? The cynical, 
who are all for an Alexandrian fire, 
are opposed ‘by the cautious, who 
think that records are made to be 
kept. Meantime, we have with us 
still the ladies who order books to 
match their schemes of interior deco- 
ration, and the men, like the uncle 
of GALsworTHY’s. Soames, whose li- 
brary. consisted of books he had pub- 
lished and dummies made to match. 


_ THE LEGION IN PARIS. 

Ten years after America entered the 
Ywar there will bé another expedition 
to France, this time by the American 
Legion.

Legion to come to Paris in 1927. As 
spokesman of the French | veterans, 
Colonel Yves Picot assured the mem- 
bers. of the Legion that they would 
have the .welcome that grateful 
Frenchmen know how: to extend: 

In the name of the French veterans 
and the mutilated, of whom I am 
the big brother, I tell you on their 
behalf, comrades of the American 
Legion. the cheers that greeted you . 
in 1917 you will hear again when 
you come to France. * * * The 
sentiments of fraternity that bound 
us during the war still remain in our 
hearts. Your former comrades-in- 
arms will receive you as brothers, 
for whom they are happy to open 
their arms. 

The delegates yesterday voted to 
hold the annual convention of the 
Legion in Paris next year. National 
Commander McQuica exclaimed that 
the pilgrimage should’ be-the great- 
est of its kind in the.history of the 
world.

fact that the supervision of play is one 
of the most difficult tasks and one of 
the most exhausting to body and 
brain. This seems unbelievable; but 
proof might be admitted through the 
fact that there have been a very large 
proportion of resignations by those 
who undertook this work. More than 
one resigned after one day’s duty. 
During my active work in charge.of a 
large city playground, one of the 
sturdy mothers stood around a while 
to watch my work, then said, ‘I’m go- 
ing home to do a day’s w ng; and 
I’d rather do that than mind them two 
children of my own for an hour.” 

In 1903 a civil service examination 
covering kindergarten principles was 
held for the position of ‘playground 
attendant.” The salary was adver- 
tised as $60 a month. About a dozen 
passed out of 150 who took it. Teach- 
ers in the schools at that time re- 
ceived $50 on first appointment. The 
“playground attendants” were told, on 
appointment, in September, 1903, that 
they would be asked to serve from 2 
P. M. to 6 P. M. on school days, and 


‘from 10 A. M. till 5 P. M. on Satur- 


days, but would be excused on rainy 
days to compensate for Saturdays. 

This was rather a sorry joke on the 
kindergartners, who could hardly be 
expected to get much out of a rainy 
day which the weather man would 
never predict in time to buy theatre 
tickets. Their. kindergartner and 
school teacher friends sallied forth on 
Saturdays to have a good time, while 
they worked a long hard day, con- 
trolling a surging throng of motley 
children, pouring in and out of the 
playground all day long, and minister- 
ing to their play needs, acting in the 
absent mother’s place. 

One school teacher said to me: “How 
can you endure such emotional strain? 
Why, when the children rush up to 
greet me on the way to school is the 
most tiresome part of the day to me; 
the regular school work, with its quiet 
and regularity, is far less fatiguing.”

JUDGE J. M. TYLER

ISIX PRISONERS SHOT 


IN WILD JAIL RIOT 


Citizens and Police Help the 
Guards. Subdue Nearly 200 
Inmates at Media, Pa. 





BUILDING IS SET ON FIRE 


“Trusties” Break Cell. Locks and 
Negro Girls Lead Mutineers 
In Fight for Liberty. 


MEDIA, Pa., Oct. 13 (4).—Released 
from their cells in the Delaware Coun- 
ty Jail by seven “‘trusties,’’ nearly 200 
prisoners, men and women, drove out 
the guards today, wrecked the interior 
of the jail and tried to set the building 
afire. They were subdued. by special 
deputy sheriffs, recruited from citizens 
of the town, and police, after a fight 
in which blackjacks, shotguns and 
lead pipe were brought into action. 

Six of the mutinous prisoners were 
shot, one in the head and the others 
in the legs and thighs, with bird shot. 
None was seriously wounded. | 

An hour after the mutiny began all 
the prisoners had been forced back 


into their cells, but the prison was so 
bady damaged by the inmates that 
few of the cell doors could be locked. 
Twenty-five guards armed with shot- 
guns patrolled the corridors tonight 
or stood sentry over the broken doors. 

The outbreak, the authorities said, 
followed a night of wild disorder 
brought on by the shouts and taunts 
hurled at other prisoners by twenty- 
four young negro women recently 
taken to the ‘jaif from the Sieighton 
Farm for Incorrigibles. Many com- 
plaints of overcrowding and a reduc- 
tion in their food ‘ration recently had 
been made by the prisoners. 

The ringleaders in the rioting, the 
authorities said, were the seven ‘“‘lib- 
erty men,’’ who occupied. one cell, the 
d- - of which was not locked. These 
men, all short term prisoners or men 
awaiting trial, had been trusted to aid 
the guards’ and do small jobs about 
the prison. ; 

Liberated from their cells by the 
‘“trusties,’"’ who smashed the locks with 
iron bars, the prisoners dashed through 
the corridors brandishing parts of iron 
beds and clubs and forcing the five 
guards on duty to flee. Then, picking 
up shovels filled with glowing coals 
from the kitchen ranges, they set fire 
to one corner of the building. 

The guards, whomad locked the corri- 
dor doors behind them, quickly notified 
Warden George E. Allen and a posse 
of more than 100 citizens, State troop- 
ers and police from near-by towns was 
hastily called and armed with shotguns 
and pistols. 

Met at the jail doors by the prisoners, 
the posse at first tried to drive them 
back into their cells with blackjacks. 
This method, however, proved ineffe¢c- 
tive and an ‘order to open fire on the 
rioters was given. When six of the 
prisoners fell wounded the others 
backed away and were driven back 
into their cells. Scores of primtive 
weapons were found on them. 

The jail has only 65 cells for the 196 
prisoners. It recently has been the 
subject of unfavorable reports by Dela- 
ware County Grand Juries, which pic- 


‘tured the prison as “disgraceful and 


inadequate.”’

He heard the.call of the East Coast 
when that section had just begun to be 
developed, and, going to Miami, he 
launched several large real _ estate 
projects.

He returned to Tampa two years ago

bay, and where once there wag only a 


series of mud flats he created a beauti- 
ful development dotted with hotels, 
apartment houses, dwellings, business 
houses, countrf clubs and golf links. 

When the last uhit of lots was 
placed on sale a year ago Mr. Davis 
received close to $30,000,000 in checks 
and was forced to return several] mil- 
lion dollars because he did not have 
lots enough to sell. 

He also has been developing an island 
project at St. Augustine known as 
Davis Shores. Recently the completion 
of the island project in Tampa was 
taken over by Stone & Webster. 

He was a member of several clubs ‘n 
the city, including the Tampa Yacht 
and Country Club, of which he was 
Commodore, and the a Celia and 
Rocky Point Golf Clubs. He was an 
honorary member of the Merry Maksrs 
and a lieutenant colonel on the staff of 
Governor Martin. 

The present Mrs. Davis obtained a di- 
vorce from her‘ husband a month after 
they were married in October of last 
yéar, the decree being granted in Key’ 
West. A month after the:divorce the 
couple surprised their friends by a sec- 
ond marriage. 

Mr. Davis married Miss Marjorie H. 
Merritt on Nov. 11, 1915,. at Jackson- 
ville. She died on May 12, 1922. They 
had two children, George R. and D. P. 
Davis Jr., both of whom survive their 
father. 

Mr. Davis is reported to have carried 
life insurance policies totaling $500,000. 


Once Called “Frankfurter King.” 


D. P. Davis was the promoter of sev- 
eral large developments in Florida. In 
an advertisement on Feb. 11 of this 


year he said that he had sold nearly 
$19,000,000 worth of lots in Davis. 
Shores in twenty-four hours. 

Another developme:.t of his was in 
the Buena Vista section of Miami. 

‘One of ‘the salesmen of the Davis 
organization in the exploitation of 
Davis Islands at Tampa was Osborne 
Cutler Wood, the son of General Leon- 
ard Wood. At the time young Wood 
entered his employ Mr. Davis was 
known as “the Frankfurter King,”’ 
probably from the custom which then 
prevailed in Florida of fur ishing free 
lunches to prospective clients. 

Mr. Davis, who was born at Tampa, 
said that he earned his first money 
selling newspapers to soldiers during 
thé Spanish-American War. He. was 
educated at the Florida State College 
at Tallahassee. In 1913 he began his 
career in Florida r-al cstate by obtain- 
ing an option on 400 lots near Miami 

on which ie cleared up $40,000. His 
profits later are said to have amounted 
to many millions. 

The decline in the Florida boom did 
not stop his operations. How hard he 
was hit by the recent Florida hurricane 
bas not been indicated.

Federal Grand Jary Charges 
Landing of $2,000,000 Cargo 
at Edgewater, N. J. 











An indictment charging nineteen men 
with conspiracy as a result of the Fed- 


eral Grand Jury investigation of the 
seizure of the steamship Eker on April 
29 after it was alleged to have landed 
a cargo of liquor valued at more than 
$2,900,000 at Edgewater, N. J., was 
opened yesterday by Federal Judge 
John C. Knox.

Mother of 5-Year-Old Boy in 
Bronx Defies Patrolmen and 
Police: Offi cials. |

Two Others Die In Accidents—Two 
in Trolley Car Are Hurt In 
Collision With Auto. 


Mrs.-Mary Scherer of 2,047 Webster 
Avenue, the Bronx, defeated last night 
the efforts of twenty-five patrolmen, 
half a dozen sergeants, a captain and 
a deputy chief inspector to take her 
dead boy from: her home. ~The boy, 
Frederick, 5 years old, was struck by 
the trailer of an automobile truck in 
front of his home during the after- 
noon and was almost instantly killed. 
The mother ran from the house, picked 
up the boy and carried him into the 
house. 

Charles Pierro, driver of the truck 
who, according ta the police, was also 
the’ driver of a truck which struck 
and fatally injured a man in the 
Bronx last May, was locked up, and 
then Assistant Medical Examiner 
Carl S. Kennard issued an order di- 


recting the removal of the boy's body 
to the Fordham Morgue. But when 
two patrolmen went to the house in 
a patrol wagon they were met with 
a defy from. Mrs. Scherer and her 
husband. The boy. was not going to 
leave the home, they said. The doors 
were locked and barricaded and those 
inside the apartment intimated that 
they would fight to prevent the po-. 
lice from taking the boy away. 

Then sergeants arrived and pleaded. 
Their efforts failing, Captain John 
Trainor of the Tremont Station came 
to the door and explained that’ the 
order must be obeyed. Still the door 
remained locked. Deputy Chief In- 
spector George Liebers also pleaded in 
vain. 

While the policemen were scurrying 
in and out of the house procuring re- 
inforcements and making fruitless ef- 
forts to reach Dr. Kennard to ask him 
what to do, a large crowd gathered in 
the street, obstructing traffic. 

The Scherer family held the siege 
until Assistant District Attorney Wil- 
liam A. Kier went there and man- 
aged to obtain entrance. He said he 
found Mrs. Scherer holding the dead 
boy in her arms and weeping. 

Without further ado Mr. Kier took 
the responsibility of declaring’ that 
Dr. Kennard’s order need not hold. He 
got in touch with Dr. John Reigleman, 
another Bronx Assistant Medical Ex- 
aminer, who countermanded the order 
at once, and when this was communi- 
cated to the police they departed, 
leaving the mother still holding the

KINGSTON, N. Y., Oct. 13.—Bucking 
half a gale' from the southeast and 
waves that ran five feet high, Mrs.

mile swim from Albany to the Battery 
today when she reached Kingston at 
noon, after swimming eight and a half 
miles in 3 hours and 50 minutes. 

She intended to continue this eve- 
ni but the unfavorable conditions 
made it impossible. 

She entered the water at Wanton Is- 
land, three and a half miles north of 
Saugerties, at 8:30 A. M., with the 
wind blowing up stream at 35 miles an 
hour. : Her trainer and those aboard 
the launch Idle Hour tried to persuade 
her against it, but she was determined 
not to lose the day. 

As she headed down stream the rising 
wind battered her face with the rough 
water, but she stroked doggedly on. 
Her two and a half miles of progress 
in the first hour surprised the entire 
party. 

As she worked to midstream, the 
skiff following her rose and fell on 
the water, while the oarsmen strained 
every muscle against. the-wind. From 
the launch, the skiff resembled a shoot- 
ing-gallery duck, and at times neither 
swimmer nor skiff was visible. The 
twelve-ton launch tossed and pitched 
like a toy boat, and the two signs on 
deck advertising the swim caught the 
wind and made steering difficult. 

Mrs. Schoemmell swam so rapidly 
that a fresh oarsman had to man the 
skiff every hour. Those relieved went 
back to the launch arm-weary and 
soaked through from the water that 
broke over the bow. Riding the waves 
apparently gave the swimmer great de- 
a for she laughed and joked about

People Cheer Her From Banks, 


As she plowed on, many persons 
appeared along the banks of the river 


to wave and cheer for her. 
Rotors, swimmer boarded the launch at 
12:20 P. M., about four miles north of 
Kingston. It has never been necessary 
to take her from the water. Fifteen 
minutes after she came in she was in 
perfect condition. The slight irrita- 
tion in her eyes has gone, leaving her 
in excellent physical condition. She 
commented that the Channel could be 
no rougher than the water this morn- 
ing, but voiced no complaint over the 
fact that she had had only one good 
day’s weather in the four since she left 
Albany. 

Rain began to fall when the launch 
docked at Kingston, Mrs. Schoemmell 
ate a meal of mashed potatoes, one 
and a half pounds of steak, a bow! of 
fresh peas, toast and tea and’ went to 
‘sleep. Visitors from the city boarded 
the launch later and congratulated her 
on her feat and veteran river men 
dropped in to give her their best in- 
formation on tide and currents. 

Mrs. Schoemmell expects to complete 
the swim in fifty-nine hours, thereby 
lowering the. time of Mille Gade Cor- 
son, who made the swim in August, 
1921, in 63 hours and 35. minutes. She 
believes that her daily average will be 
much higher with warmer weather and 
salt water, which she will strike near 
Poughkeepsie.

First Baseman Named Most 
Valuable-Man to His Club in 
American League for 1926. 


GETS 63 OUT OF 64 VOTES

CHICAGO, Oct. 13 (%).-—George H. 
Burns, first baseman of the Cleveland 
baseball team of the American League, 
was designated today as the most val- 
uable player in his league during 1926. 

A veteran of thirteen years of service 
in major league baseball, Burns was 


practically the unanimous choice of 
the committee of eight baseball writ- 
ers who made the award. He ob- 
tained 63 points in the balloting out 
of a possible 64 for inclusion on the 
American League honor roll, where 
stand already the names of Cobb, 
Speaker, Collins: Sisler, Ruth, Johnson 
and Peckinpaugh. 

Second, but with scarcely half as 
many votes as Burns, the award com- 
mittee placed Johnny Mostil, centre 
fielder of the Chicago White Sox, with 
33 votes, while one vote behind him 
ran Herb Pennock, pitcher for the New 
York Yankees. 

Burns mags his brilliant 1926 per- 
formance with a major league record 
for two-base hits, knocking out 64 to 
break the mark formerly held by Tris 
Speaker, his team’s manager. e bat- 
ted .358 in 151 games, and had three 
triples and four home runs among 216 
hits for a total of 298 bases. He bat- 
ted in 114 runs, ranking second to 
Ruth; took Fate in 122 double plays 
and had 1,499 put-outs, 99 assists and 
19 errors. He scored 97 runs himself.

COMMISSION BANS 
UNEVEN MATCHES 


All Weighing-In, in nite, to 
-Be Done at Boxing Offices, 
Matchmakers Told. 


SUBSTITUTES APPROVED | 71: 


Otherwise Card Will Be Canceled 
—Undesirables and Gambling 
Abuses Also Scored. 


ane State Athletic Commission start- 
a vigorous drive yesterday to im- 
4 xing and to secure strict ob- 
servance of its rules, when local club 
matchmakers. were summoned before 
the board. The matchmakers were 
told with emphasis what was expected 
of them and at the same time they 
were madé acquainted with the penal- 
ties for failure to obey the regulations. 

Chairman James A. Farley, speaking 
to the matchmakers, told the club of- 
ficials that: 

1. They must. protect the boxing pub- 
lic against uneven matches, 

2. They must protect. themselves 
against program revisions through 
boxers accepting matches with only a 
* days intervening. 

3. They must minimize or entirely 
eliminate -petty gambling in their 
clubs. 

.4 They must enforce the. commis- 
sion’s ban against undesirables attend- 
—9* fights here. 

They must observe all rules and 
requirements with respect to weight, 
agreements and weighing-in  cere- 
monies. 

“The commission no longer will tol- 
erate tuneven matches, bouts in which 
one of the principals is overmatched 
or contests in which the element of: 
competition is minimized or entirely 
lacking,”’ said Chairman Farley. 


Commission Purposes to Act. 


“It rests with you gentlement to im- 
| prove conditions and at the same time 
to protect and ‘advance ‘boxing. “We 
will do our share in administering the 
sport, but you. have ‘a. responsibility, 
too, every one of you, and:you must 
shoulder this responsibility. Unless you 
exercise more care and better judg- 
ment in arranging your bouts the 
commission will deal severely ‘with 
you. I am warning you now. We will 
act in the future. 

“We have had several instances 
where boxers were signed in violation 
of our rules specifying the time limit 
| which must elapse between bouts. 
Matchmakers in the future will be held 


, — — for insisting on observance 


of this rule. 

“Club officers will be expected to in- 
struct their special officers and ushers 
o stamp out petty betting. The bet- 
| ting has developed into a nuisance and 
must be eliminated. With respect to 
admittance of undesirables to boxing 
clubs, your officials received from the 


‘commission a short time ago a list of 


undesirables who are not to be per- 
mitted to attend bouts. Yet they are 
conspicuous at the ringside at every 
fight: If these undesirables are found 
in any club in the future the license of 
that club will be revoked. 

“We are taking our own precautions 
to eliminate abuses brought to our at- 
tention in connection with the weigh-/| d 
ing-in of boxers for bouts. In the 
future all weighing-in will be done here 
at the commission offices, not at the 
clubs, as has been the case in the past, 
except with championship bouts.. This 
rule will apply to all metropolitan 
clubs, including those of Yonkers and 
Staten Isand. 


Weilghing-in Criticized. 


“We have had complaints of irregu- 
larities in connection with weighing at 
clubs and, in some cases, the intimi- 
dation of ‘boxers. The commission in- 
No sub- 
stitutions will be permitted outside of 
this office in cases where bouts are 
prohibited because of weight require- 
ments, and in no case of a break in a 
card will a substitution be’ permitted 
unless the substitute is approved by 
the commission. 

“If the substitute is not satisfactory, 
then the entire card will be called off 
and the other boxers under contract 
must be engaged by the club on its 
next available date.’’

Mr. Bache briefly described - condi- 
tions as he had found them in Europe, 


and predicting improved economic 
standing for France, Italy and Ger- 
many. 

“Europe furnishes a & wonderful ob- 
ject lesson in the fallacy of govern- 
ment of the people by the people,”’ he 
said. ‘‘An autocrat rules in Italy, and 
the people rule in France. There is no 
doubt as to your opinion of the relative 
merits of these two governments:in the 
light of developments the last few 
years,”’ 

Mussolini, Mr. Bache said, “4g some- 
thing that every nation can use.” If 
the world were sure. that ‘‘eyery auto- 
crat was a good autocrat; autocracy 
would be the solution of Europe’ 8 prob- 
lems,’’ he added. England, he pointed

The war debts will cancel themselves, 
Mr. Bache predicted. England can pay 
and France cannot unless Germany 
pays her in gold, but this, he. added, 
hardly seemed possible. He advocated 
general conservatism in Europe as the 
way to prosperity, and with this pros- 
perity, he said, would come continued 
good times in ‘the United States.

CROP RESTRICTION PLANNED 


‘ 


Reduction of Acreage Proposed as 
Basis for Loans—Buying by 
Spinners Urged. 


There is a reigning optimism regard- 
ing the outlook for raw cotton to re- 
cover its true value in the near fu- 
ture, said Samuel T. Hubbard Jr., 


‘President of the New York Cotton Ex- 
‘| change yesterday, on his return from 


New Orleans, La., where he attended 
a private conference of bankers, cot- 
tog shippers and officials of cotton ex- 
changes. The consensus of those at 
the conference, he said, was that the 
investing public and the spinners would 
soon recognize that cotton was worth 


|more than the price at which it was 


quoted now on the market. 

“The present cotton situation was 
thoroughly discussed,”” Mr. Hubbard 
said. “Several resolutions were 
adopted, and their eubstance is ma- 
terially as follows: 

“That cotton at the present level is 
below the cost of production and, this 
being the case, it is a safe and at- 


tractive commodity for investment; 
that spinners may now well be urged 
to anticipate their requirements not 
only for the present season but for at 
least a portion of the season of 1927- 
28, and even periods beyond, in view 
of the anticipated acreage reduction 
for the next crop and the uncertainty 
of the growing season. 

“Tt was the further sense of the 
resolutions that there is an abundance 
of money available through the bank- 


‘ing institutions for liberal advances on 


cotton at the present price, and the 
bankers of the South were urged so to 
inform the cotton producers ahd mer- 
chants. Counsel. was extended to the 
farmers that they go ahead with the 
harvesting of their crops before the 
‘elements damaged the quality. They 
were cautioned to sell as little as pos- 
sible at the present level and to store 
the remainder in dry places and hold 
it for better prices. They were urged 
further to make a substantial reduc- 
tion in the cotton acreage for next 
year. 99. 

‘One object of the meeting,”’ Mr. 
“was that the 
bankers be urged to make advances on 
this crop and for producing the next 
crop, but that their advances be con- 
tingent upon the borrower making a 
substantial reduction in acreage.”’ 

The conference was called by W. J. 
Neale of Waco, Texas, President of 
the American Cotton Shippers’ Asso- 
ciation. Representatives attended from 
the Federal Reserve Banks of Atlanta, 


St. Louis and Dallas, as well as the | Oct. 


Presidents of the New York and New 
Orleans Cotton Exchanges, the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade and prominent 
shippers from all parts of the cotton 
belt.
